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THE NEW FRENCH PRESIDENT 

HERE SEEMS TO BE a Nemesis attending the honor 

of election to the post of Chief Magistrate under the 

Third French Republic. M. Thiers, who, by the way, 

was called, not President, but Chief of the Executive 
power, resigned in a fit of temper, believing that the Versailles 
(Assembly would refuse to accept his resignation. Therein he 
found himself mistaken. In his stead, Marshal MacMahon was 
chosen President of the Republic for seven years, but he did not 
serve until the en lof his term, preferring resignation to complete 
submission to Gambetta. M. Grevy alone, who succeeded him, 
retained office for seven years, but, within less than two years 
after his election for a second term, was forced to resign, because 
the Chamber of Deputies declined to confide in any of the men 
whom he selected for the place of Premier. M. Carnot was, as 
we know, assassinated, and his successor, M. Casimir-Perier, 
renounced his office after holding it for a few months. M. 
Faure, who was next made President, was, undoubtedly, the 
smallest man, intellectually, who has ever risen to supreme 
executive power, either in the French or the American re- 


public. The son of a mechanic, he received what we should 
call a common-school education, and became an apprentice in 
a tannery The knack of making money he possessed, and he 


seems to have made it honestly, for his integrity was never 
challenged but once, and then unsuccessfully. He became, ul- 
timately, Under-Secretary in one of the Departments, and, for 


a time, to the disgust of naval experts, occupied the place of

Minister of Marine. On the resignation of Casimir-Perier, he 
became President for two reasons: first, because he had been 
too obscure to have made any enemies; and, secondly, because 
the outgoing Chief Magistrate considered him an available tool 
with which to beat M. Briss nm, Whom Casimir-Perier detested. 


Elevated to an oftice for which he had not a single social or 
qualitication, M. Faure presently became the victim of

American idiom, is known as “‘the big head.’’ His poses, affec 
tations and pretensions were sources of endless entertainment to

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public made ridiculous. He courted popularity, and, for t] 
reason, he made no secret of his sympathy for the General St 
and for the enemies of Dreyfus. But he was too timid and s« 
ish to take any overt and resolute steps on their behalf, the 1 
sult being that the anti-Revisionists had planned to drive h 
out of office at no distant date, by applying to him the sar 
pressure to whick M. Grevy had succumbed. He had _ be 
forewarned of their intentions, a fact which explains the wor 
and agitation remarked in him for some weeks past. Whatev: 
may have been the reason, his vitality must have been lo\ 
otherwise the stroke of apoplexy which befell him on Thursda 
February 16, the first which he had ever had, would scarce] 
have proved fatal. His sudden and unexpected death threy 
into hopeless confusion the schemes of the reactionists, who ha 
not yet been able to accommodate the interests of the Monare! 
ists, the Bonapartists, the Headquarters Staff and the ant 
Semites with the personal aspirations of M. Quesnay de Beaur 
paire. Could the enemies of the existing regime have had bu 
one week’s warning, they would, doubtless, have been able t 
agree on a basis of co-operation, and, could this have been 
brought about, they had a fair prospect of success. So far a 
is known, not a single General of Division is thoroughly faith 
ful to the Republic, and a large majority of the Brigadier-Gen 
erals and Colonels are believed to be also infected with disloyalty 
Then, again, the anti-Revisionists had proved, only the othe: 
day, that they controlled the Chamber of Deputies, for they 
had been able to carry through that body by a majority of 11 
the bill transferring the decision in the Dreyfus case to the 
whole Court of Cassation from the criminal section of that tri 
bunal. Moreover, when the same bill went to the Senate, it 
had secured the approval of tive out of the nine members com- 
posing the committee to which it was referred, and, therefore, 
seemed likely to be adopted by the Upper House. Under such 
circumstances, the anti-Revisionists, could they have had time 
enough to concert a plan of action, and unite upon a candidate 
for the Presidency, must, it would seem, have elected him in the 
joint meeting of the two chambers at Versailles. As it was, 
had ex-Premier Meline consented, on Thursday night, to be- 
come the official candidate of the enemies of revision, they 
would probably, during the next day and a half, have been 
able to consolidate enough Deputies and Senators to elect him 
on Saturday afternoon. In spite of his seemingly half-hearted 
refusal to run, and the resultant disorganization in the ranks 
of the Reactionists, they managed to give him 279 votes. It is 
now evident that M. Meline, by the vacillating attitude which 
he maintained throughout Friday and on Saturday forenoon, 
and by which he prevented the anti-Revisionists from agreeing 
upon any other nominee, practically played M. Loubet’s game, 
and assured the latter’s election. 

However it came about, the meeting of the two chambers on 
Saturday at Versailles resulted in an overwhelming defeat for 
the anti-Revisionists, who, only a week before, seemed to have 
the Parliament in their hands. ‘The successful candidate, M. 
Emile Loubet, is a man very different, socially and intellec- 
tually, from his predecessor. M. Faure belonged, by birth, to 
the proletariat. M. Loubet is a member of the bourgeoisie, 
which, since the convocation of the States-General in 1789, has 
been the real master of France. He received a university edu- 
cation, and is by profession’ a lawyer; he represents, in other 
words, the type of which M. Jules Favre, M. Grevy and M. 
Jules Ferry have been conspicuous exponents. In one particu- 
lar, he has been more successful than any of these, because he 
has managed to win the goodwill and trust of the great mass 
of French workingmen, without acquiring the name of a dema- 
gogue, or losing the respect and confidence of capitalists and 
statesmen. As presiding officer of the Senate, he has evinced 
an impartiality which promises an even-handed administration 
of the Chief Magistracy. Happily for his prospects at this junc- 
ture, he has cultivated all his life the self preservative gift of 
reticence. Even the Dreyfus question, which has driven almost 
every other Frenchman into one camp or another, has found 
him non-committal and impassive; it was not, indeed, until Sat- 
urday noon-+hat the anti-Revisionists made up their minds that 
he who was not for them was against them; nor would they 
even then have arrived at that decision, had not an article pub 
lished that morning by M. Quesnay de Beaurepaire awakened 
their distrust. So far as the power of keeping his own counsel 
goes, M. Loubet belongs to the class of which Cromwell is the 
great exemplar; of course, however, it remains to be seen 
whether he possesses Cromwell’s inflexible purpose and daunt- 
less valor. It is said, to be sure, that he never smiles, which 
was one of Cromwell’s characteristics. The fact that no one 
has, hitherto, ascribed to him the iron will, for which his con- 
temporary, M. Constans, is distinguished, does not, necessaril 
prove anything, for the betrayal of such an attribute in the po-t 
of President of the Senate would have been fatal to his chan 
of becoming the head of the Republic. More than one Pope h 
secured the suffrages of the Conclave, because he was imagin 
to be a good-natured, plastic and colorless person, only to astou 
his supporters by his display of self-will and energy when he w: 
once seated in Peter’s chair. One thing is certain, that M. Lou 
bet is still in the vigor of manhood; he is sixty-one years 0 
and does not look it. No one ean study his thoughtful cot 


tenance, without feeling entirely assured that he, at least,
